AMERICA, THE NEWSPAPER SAYS:

IN PANAMA CITY, THE DEAN OF THE PANAMANIAN PRESS, "LA

=- A PEOPLE NOW THREATENED WITH PASSING FROM COLONIALISM TO 
THE TERRIFYING TYRANNY OF MARXISM-LENINISM,"
